But I think that this inconvenience is unavoid- 
able so long us the Act adopts the principle of 
allowing exemption in respect. of the income of 
each person deriving a yearly profit from the land 
where that income falls below a_ certain amount. 
The same principle exists in the English Act, 
and is in itself an equitable one. And any 
attempt, to throw the barden upon the rents and 
profits themselves ta Sv/wo irrespective of the 
interests of the persons entitled to those profits, 
would be scarcely equitable towards the landed 
interests, as it would place profits derived from 
Jand upon a less favorable footing than other 
profits chargeable under the Act.

The Punjab Police. 


From Mason G, Horcuinsox, Officiating Secretary 
to Gorernment, Punjab, Military Department,—(dated 
the 13th June 1860.) 


Stu,—I au now desired by the Lieatenant- 
Governor to reply to your letter, dated Simla, 
7th May. 


1, After reviewing the present strength of the 
Military Force in the Punjab now under the 
orders of His Honor the Lieutenunt-Governor ; 
and calling attention to the existence in the 
Panjab of two distinet bodies of Police, {he one 
Military and the other Civil, you convey, in 
aragraph No. 8, the desire of His Excellency the 
Governor General and Viceroy of India that His 
Honor will give his early consideration, to the 
question of re-modelling the Punjab Police on the 
‘Oude system, or take immediate steps for the 
reduction of the Military Pulice. 


2. Previous to the receipt of your letter 
His Honor had instituted, at Lahore, a Commis- 
sion to arrange for the introduction into the 
District of Lahore, as an experiment, a eystem of 
Military Police modelled on the system now in 
force in Oude. The result of the enquiry was 
very satisfactory ; though it was nob apparent 
whother sng peouniary saving could be effected, 
yet, at was clear that a Military Police for 
preventing and detecting crime, with a suflicient 
auperintendenee of European Officers could be

3. The Olficiating Judicial Commissioner, 





A. A. Roberts, Esq., has received instructions, 
showing generally the views of His Honor, for 
the proper starting of the experiment, and which 
I may briefly sketch as follows. 

4, His Honor desires to work cautiously, 
leginning with the Lahore and Umriteur Divi. 
sions, but extending operations into the other 
Divisions so soon ns the administration is ready 
to undertake the work. Time will not be lust in 
thus extending. and all Commissioners are duly 
warned to prepare for the eoming change, but it 
is imperative to proceed surcly, even if slowly. 

In the Panjab, there exists a considerable body 
of really very fairly eflicient Civil Police; the 
people are accustomed to them, and it must be 
observed in jystice to this Police, that hitherto 
they have performed their duties as well as coultl 
be expected from any body so constituted. This 
existing bedy of Civil Police eannet be suddenly 
turned adrift, uor suddenly transterred into @ 
Corporation with a Military organization; more- 
over, it is not possible to decide at once, that a 
Division shall have so many Cavalry, eo many Tn- 
fantry, with such and such a Reserve at Mend 
Quarters. The Divisions in the Punjab vary con- 
siderably in size and in their requirements. It 
has been found necessary therefore to work 
upwards, Division by Division,— and guided by our 
experience of the actual present wupts of euch 
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Division to fix the strength of the Thannahs, Posts, 
and Outlying Posts actually required under the 
new organization in each Division; thus, from 
that practical working, arriving at the actual 
number of Police, Horse and Foot, required for the 
whole Punjab. In doing so the greatest carv is 
taken not to have aman more than the Country 
requires, and to hear in mind that, whilst no 
extra expense can be incurred, yet a subordinate 
superintendenre for each District, partly Kuro- 
pean, partly Native, has now to be provided for. 

The present Captains of Police in charge of 
“Divisions will rewain performing the same Mili- 
tury duties of superintendence over the Military 
Police as they now do. At present, change ix not 
contemplated either in the geographical extent of 
their charges, or in the ne/ure of their duties. As 
before, they will be held responsible for the Mili- 
tary efficiency of the Police, and carry it on as 
heretofore under the Lieutenant-Governor, through 
the Military Secretary. 

In cach District an Officer styled Lieutenant 
of Police 18 considered imperatively necessary 
This Olficer will be subordinate for Military 
supervision to the Captain of Police, and subor- 
dinate to the Civil Officer in the Civil Depart- 
ment. Probably hereafter His Honor will recom- 
mend the appointment of an Officer asa travelhog 
Military Inspector, but at present the wants of 
the aystem are not adequately developed, to enable 
him to decide. All good Thannahdars now in the 
Civil Police will, i? possible, be provided for in 
the Military, likewise all Subordinates and Bur- 
kundauzes, All men utterly unsuited to the new 
organization will be discharged with fitting gra- 
tuity. 

5. From this brief sketch, it will he seen that 
the Captains of Police will, ae heretofore, be held 
responsible to the Local Government solely for 
the Military efficicney of the Police in their 
respective Divisions, and that, the Civil Officers and 
their Assistants, the Licutenants of Police, will 
be responsible for the Civil efficiency of the Police 
in their respective Lustricts, 

6. A full and complete statement of the rules 
and practice to be observed by the Polive in all 
Civil matters will be sent when ready; at present 
it is not poseible, but it may be suid that whilst, 
generally, the rules din Oude will be 
applied in the Punjab, vet that the Police will be 
subordinate to the Civil District Officers. 

7. Ulis Honor had previously contemplated 
introducing into the Punjab the system he intro- 
duced into Oude, and now the authority conveyed 
in your letter enables him to carry on with vigour 
and extend the experiment he had initiated at 
Lahore. 

8. The introduction therefore of a Military 
Police system into the Punjab, based on that in 
foree in Oude, but modified to suit the require. 
ments of the Punjab, is in progress, and His 
Honor hopes that by the end of the year, he will 
be able to report its complete extension throughout 
the whole Province ; and he trusts that whilst the 
power of the Administration, both for Civil and 
Military jurisdiction, will have been immensely 
strengthened by the introduction of an additional 
European Officer into each District, and by the 
Military organization of the entire body, still, 
that, no additional expense will have been incurred, 
and it is hoped, that the standing Native Army, 
of che Basyeb may consequently be considerably 
re 
































9. The instructions conveyed in your 9th 
paragraph to disband all men of Depdts, when 
relensed from duty by His Excellency the Com. 
mander in Chief, will be carried out. 

His Honor observes that we have but the 
remnant of Tevics, the procces of reduction hav- 
ing been in force for sometime, With the concur- 
rence of His Excellency the Commander in Chief, 
we are drafting off to Rewiments under His Excel- 
lency, all men of the Sealkote Levy who wish for 
service; and the Levy at Ferozepore, now ri red. 
frow duty under His Excellency, will be as rapidly 
disposed of. 

10, With referonee to your 0th paragraph, and 
Ilis Excellency’s remark that the Frontier Force, 
Horse and Foot, is larger than it was before the 
Mutiny, although the European Force in the 
Peshawar Division has been largely increased, I ain 
directed to offer the followin z explanation :—Prior 
to the Mutiny the Panjab Irregular Force mustered 
13,453 fighting men; by the last Returns, includ- 
ing the augmentation of one l'roop and two Com- 
panies to the Corps of Guides, and the Huzi 
Goorkha Battalion raised in 1858, it shows 
a total of 13,517 or only sicfy-four men in excess 
of the strength on Ist January 1457. Itis now 
probably less than the strength on Ist January 
1857, although all our Regiments are not fully 
reduced to the strength ordered. 

11. His Honor would here observe that he 
considers the Frontier Force cannot be, with safety, 
reduced any lower than the strength lately fixed. 
Each Infantry Regiment will number but 600*

7. It is proposed by the Lieutenant-Covernor to 
retain the present: Captains of T’olice and not to alter 
the bounds of their jurisdiction, His Honor also 
proposes to have a Livutonant of Police in each Dis- 
trict, who will be responsible te the Captain of Police 
for the disoipline and internal economy of the Corps, 
and to the Deputy Commissioner in matters of Police 
duty. 

The principle of this arrangement is approved on 
the same ground as above mentioned, viz. that His

9. It ix said that the Civil Police will not be dis- 
charged, but that all the good Thannahdars and their 
Subordinates, and all good Burkundauzes will be drafted 
into the new Polico, the old, infirm, and inefficient men 
being ducharged. ‘The Military Police, it is observed, 
will thus be largely inoreased, but no additional cost 
will be incurred, the expense being met by the savings 
from the discharged Civil Police. With reference to 
this, T am desired to obsorve that, until the details of 
the scheme aré submitted, it ia impossible to see what 
will be the ultimate financial result of tho change, and 
Tis Excellency in Couneil refrains from making 
comments at present, but will await the fuller develop- 
ment of thix part of his scheme by the Licutenast-

10. His Excelloney in Council perceives from the 
Supplement. to Statement No. 2, that the Police, 
cspecially the Cavalry, are in many cases fritterod 
away in personal Guards and Tehseel Guards, for which 
Burkundauzes and Chuprassies are also kept up.

The Native geutlemen present were introduced to the Viceroy and Governor Cte- 
neral in the ordcr of their precedence, and presented the usual offerings, which were 
accepted by the Governor General, but returned to those who had not been admitted 
to a private audience. Ou the latter His Exer ‘eney conferred Khilluts in return for 
the offerinss which they prosented. 


To the Maharajah of Benares the Governor General presented with his own hands 
a diamond ring in addition to the usual [hillut, and expressid pleasure at meeting 
him again. His Escclleney availed himself of the opportunity to congratulate the 
Maharajah upon the loyal and dutiful temper which had lately beon exhibited by the 
inhabitants of the great city from whieh the Maharajah derives his title, and in which 
he exercises a just “aud beneficial influence. 





To Raja Deo Narain Sing Bahadoor His Excellency remarked that he had heard 
of the zealous aid which the Laja, and others acting with him, had given to the com- 
missioner in the Assessinent for the Income Tua, and of the example which, on this as 
on former oceasiony, he had set of an intelligent obedience to the law and to the au- 
thority of Government. I's Excellency had plonsure on thus publicly acknowledg- 
ing the Rajah’s good serviews. 


To Sirdar Soorut Sing Bahadoor Mis Excellency observed that he was sorry to 
see thet th» Sidar had not recovered from the severe wound received by him in the 
service of Government, and eapiessed a hope that the estate which has been granted te 
the Sirdar in the Gorruckpore District was prospering. 


‘On the conclusion of the ccremonics His Excellency the Vieeroy and Governor 
Gencral left the Durbar under a Royal Salute, aud the assembly ‘broke up. 


This day the Viccroy and Governor General paid a return Visit to the Maharajah 
of Benares.

Ido not know the particulars af the subserip- 
tion, whether it has heen local or general, and whether 
collections still continue to be made, and at the dise 
tance at which I am from Calcutta it would take some 
time to obtain this information ; but I believe that 
Mr. FitzWilliam has remitted about eight hundred 
Pounds to the Ottoman Bank at Beyroot for dis- 
tribution through the Anglo-American Committee.

Sin,—I wave the honor to offer tho subjoined 
remarks on the subject of the proseal distress in this 
District in pursuance of your instructions, No 228, 
dated 2nd current. 

2. There has now been, as you are aware, a partial 
failure of the rain-full for three years, This—follawing 
on the anarchy and interrmpted cnitivation of 1857, 
and on the fines to which the erimos of that period 
Jed,—has wnbstantially affected the immediate prospe- 
rity of the agricultural community, 

3. L think the Porr Chapar Tehscclee, never a 
flourishing one, may, from the confined infuence of 
Canal irrigatioa, and a fair supply of rain during tho 
past monsoon, remain for the preseut ia an average 
condition. 

That of Khutowlie is nearly as well watered, but 
has not had such a fall of periodical rain, and it has 
suffered more from the events of 1857 than its less 
fertile neighbours. Actual distress ix at present but 
slight, but there are Villages where, from sandy soil, 
wells cannot be sunk but at a great expense ; others 
wero extravagant Raees Landlords or unenterprising 
proprietary bodies have neglected to make due ar- 
rangements, In all theso the Khurroof’ is lost, the 
revenue safe, It isin the Doab between the Kaleo 
and Hindun Rivers, and in the Bidowlie Pergunnah 
on the North-West extremity of the Zillah, that the 
symptoms of actual fainine ‘arb to be observed. An 
carnest and graphic description of such ix to be found 
in tho following Report from the pon uf Mr, A. Colvin 
Assistant in tho Settlement, Department 
Extract, paragraph 2, from Mr. Colv:

RESOLUTION. 


1. It having boen stated in the “ Oudh Gazette” of the 20th June last, that an 
Action for Label had been or was about to be instituted against the proprietors of that 
Newspaper by Ramdyal, an Extra Assistant Commissioner at Lucknow, the Chief, 
Commissioner of Oudh was desired on the 28th of that month to report what were the 
founds of the aciionvand whether it was instituted by Ramdyal of his own accord or 
with the cogniz ince or sanction Sf bis superiors. Enquiry was at the same timesmade 
whether a letter published in the “ Oudh Gazette,” and bearing the signature of Mr. 
C. A. Elliott, the City Magistrate of Lucknow, was sent to the Editor on the writer's 
sole judgment ur with the sanction or cognizance of his superiors. . ts 


2, In reply to this requisition, the Officiating Chic CommissiSner, Licutonartt 
Oplonel Burrow, in the absence of the Chief Commissioner, Mr. Wiugfield, explained 
that the Action for libel aruse out: of charges of tyrapm@us

Eatra Assistant, who considered his private characier to have been ‘herb yPmmpiled, 
and-who had of his own motion, and without the cognizance or advice pf his su erioM, 
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prosecuted the proprietors of the Press. The Officiating Chief Commissioner would 
have depréeated the prosveution if Ramdyal’s intention had come to his knowledge in 
time, or it héhad beon consulted in the matter; but, the suit having been once in- 
stituted, he abstained, and desired all Governinent officinls to abstain from the slightest 
interfecence in the matter. [Lv was advised, from enquiries he had instituted, that the 
Hevenue authorities had acted within the pwers granted to them by Law for the col- 
loction of the Trades Tax ; and having satisfied himself that the Extra Assistant had 
properly condneted his official duties, he would not debar that Officer from the privilege 
of protteting his “ private character.” 





With regard to the letter signcd by Mr. Elliott and publishee in the “ Qudl 
Jazette,” the Officiating Chief Commissioner reported that it had bcen sent to the 
Newspaper by that Offiesr of his own act with a view to show that the charges uf op- 
pression said tu have been practised within his jurisdiction were false 


3. The Chief Commissioner was informed in reply on the 20ta July, that al- 
though ee Governor General in Council regretted that the Action had been brought 
against the Proprictors and Publishers of the “ Oudh Gazette,” yet His Excellency in 
Council was of opinion that, under present circumstances, the case should be allowed 
to take its course, and that the Government should abstain from all interference. The 
instructions which the Offiating Chief Commissioner had issued to his Subordinates 
not to write to the press in their official capacity for the future without his permission 
were fully approved. 





4. In another lettor the Officiating Chief Commissioner brought to the notice of 
Government certain proceedings of the Police Officers of 
Lucknow, in connection with the collection of the new 
‘Tax. Those proceedings were shortly as follows. On the appearance of Mr. Biligtths 
letter in the “ Oudh Gazette,” Captain Chamberlain, the District Superintendent of 
Polive, addressed a letter to Lieutenant Scott, the Superintendent of City Police, er- 
gniring whether the assertions made in the “Oudh Gazette” were true or not He 
at the same‘time directed a Duffadar of his Corps who bad relations in the City to 
make enquiries into the matter ; and he also directed his Native Deputy Superintend- 
ent, Nusserwayjee, to institute an investigation, but to make no mention of his pro- 
eecdings in the Police Diaries. The Deputy Commissioner, Mr. P. Carnegy, having 
heard that the Native Deputy Superintendent of Police had summoned complainants 
and ‘recorded their cvidenee, reported the fact to the Commissioncr, Lioutenant Colonck 
Abbott, who called on Captain Chamberlain in the presence of the Chief of Police to. 
auswer for his conduct. Lt. Col. Abbott desired Captain Chamberlain, to forward to him 
all the papers connected with this investigation, and reported the matter to the Offs 
ciating Chief Commissioner, The Chief of Police at the same time forwarded for the 
Ufliciating Chief Commissioner's information Captain Chamberlain’s letter to Lieute- 
nant Scott abovo alluded to, and Lieutenant Scott’s reply. On receipt of these papers 
the Officiating Chief Commission r directed the Chief of Police immediately to re- 
move Captain Chamberlain from the charge of the Lucknow District Polive end 42 
appoint him to the'distriet of Sultanpore. He also forwarded to the Commissioner, 
Lientenant Colonel Abbott, the letter of Lieutenant Scott, in which that Officer as- 
serted the truth of all the Statements made in the “Qudh Gazette” and contradicted 
by Mr. Elliott, and he directed Lieutenant Colonel Abbott to institute enqhiries into 
the ‘matter and to report the result of any investigation he might make inte the 
coi qyiaints pref-rred before the Native Deputy Superintendent of Police. In exec: 
tion dt Jtis direction tho Commissioner reported that Lieutenant Scott, on being qués- 
tioned. the proof of authority on which he asserted that the Stutements tinds itt 
“Oud'Gazette” were tru, acknowledged that he had taken no steps to encéttalin {it

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the parties injured the truth of such statemepts but had relicd entirely gu the informa? 
tion he received from his Police, who-had heard it gencrally rumdured that Sppreasion 
had been used.g With one exception, the residents of the Mohulla, who ware Samined 
by the Deputy Superintendent of Police, affirmed tbat they had not’ volutftarily com- 
plained to him but were summoned by his Agent, aud Captain Chamberlain afgnitted 
to the Cemmirsioncr that he had sent his Agents to invite complaints against the T: 
The Officiating Chief Commissioner, Lieutenant Colonel Barrow, considered Captain 
Chamberlain's conduct in the matter to be the more opch to censure fron the fraeof 
his having been more than once warncd that the subject of the Tax was? not to be 
taken up by the Police in any way ; and Lieutenant Colonel Barrow concluded by re- 
marking that the investigations clearly proved that, on the occasion in question, Raui- 
dyal was guilty of no illegal act, and that his proceedings weie not’ attended with any 
undue harshness 








5. On the 13th July the Offiting Chief Commissioner reported that a person 
had held forth in the public streets of Lucknow to Jarge audiences of the Natives, in- 
forming them that the ‘Tax was illegal and unauthorizcd, and exhorting theni go resigt 
payment of it; that the police had taken no notice of this, and that he hed heen oblige 
ed to direct that the person should be seized and tricd for sedition, and that the dis- 
trict officers should he instructed to put a stop to any demonstration inade in the City 
against the tax and to procord against any one who should raise his voice against it. 
On the 20th July the Officiating Chief Commissioner's urders were approved. 


6. Onthe 18th July the Officiating Clucf Commissioner submitted a report of the 
whole case connected with the enquiries m:ide by the Police under the orders of Captain 
Chamberlain. In this report it was shown that Captain Chamberlam had exerted him- 
self tu assist the Propnietors of the “Oudh Gazette” in procuring evidence , that he 
RRdeoncouraged and invited complaints of oppression, and had ciployed a disreputable 
sect of persons for that purpose, notwithstanding his having, ss an_ officer of Police, 
been forbidden to take petitions in regurd to the Tax; and that he had not only in- 
stituted these unauthorized cnquiries, but had taken steps to prevent thew from com- 
ing to the knowledge of his superiors. ‘The Ofliciating Chic!’ Commissioner submitted 
Captain Chamberlain's explanation, but he did not consider the explanation satisfueto- 
ry, and he stated that Cuptain Chamberlain's assertions of oppression having been 
committed were not supporied by proof, and that the fecling im the City had never 
been any thing more than a natural disiuclination to paya new Tax.“ Captain Cham- 
berlain,” observed Licutenant Colonel Barrow, ‘is an officer who has performed ex- 
“cellent service. ‘Lhe Officiating Chief Commissioner has had the highest opinion of 
“his honomble character. Successive Chief Commissioners have, within the last 3 
“years, more than once acknowledged his services He hears a name to whieh it is 
* painful to attach the slightest stigma, Yet the Officiating Chief Commissioner, with 
“the concurrence of his superior Mr Wingfield, can only propose what he believes to 
Se an adequate mark of the displeasure of Government for such conduct as his has 
“heen, and which has been detailed in this letter, and it is with extreme regret tht the 
“ Offciating Chief Commissioner asks Lbs Exe-llency the Governor General to re- 
“ move Captain Chamberlain from his appomtnent in the Oudh Police. 





7. The Officiating Chief Commissioner was informed on the 28th July that’ his 
letters above referred to were under cunsideration and he was desiredy ; with roferenue 
to the report of the proceedings of the Lucknow Civil Court in the Libel case which 
had appeared in the newspapers, to sulsmit immediately on the conclusion af tho trial 
8 fpil report of the case wiih: his opinion thercon. Tt was remerked that one. 
Maative witnesses who had deposed to the Commission of Acts of op) resid 
‘Eixtre-Agsiatant, and by those under hie orders, appeared to have beah coment 


the 


hy 
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the Court for Rerjury, and that the Governor General in Council was of opinion the 
he should he tried on this charge before a Special Judge appointed for the purpose. 


Threoett tho witncases for the defence were eventually committea to take tueir 
trial for perjury and a Special Judge, Mr. F. B. Pearson, was appointed to try them. 
Qn the 4th August the Officieding Chief Commissioner was informed that the Gov-r- 
vbr General in Council would defer passing orders on his letters until the receipt of In 
(report on the action brought hy Ramdyal against the Proprietors and Publishers of th. 
«Qudb Gazette.” ’ 


. On tho 24th July the Officiating Chiof Commissioner submitted a report on the 
conduct of Lieutenant Scott, and retommended that *

tendent. On this letter also the issue of orders was suspended until the case should b 
complete as regarded Ca ptain Chamberlain, and until the Chicf Commissioner's repot- 
on the action should be received.

‘The 1 - 
of orders on this matter was postponed until the rosult of tho .trial of the witnoaee 
charged with perjury should be known. 


11. On the 3rd October, the Chief Commissioner forwarded the evidence, anc 
judgment, and other proceedings in the trials for perjury held by Mr. i carson, aa 
Speaal Judge. The prisoners Unjore Tewarree, Jugganath Singh, and Moula Bukyh 
were convicted and sentenced to imprisonment with labor in irons. But Unjgre 
Tewarree was exempted by an order of the Government from that purt of his sentence 
which prescribed labor and irons. 7 


12, Onthe 15th October the Assistant Secrotary to the Chief Commissioner 
forwarded the Proceedings and Judgment of the Offig. Judicial - Commissioner, 4 
Bayley in the appeal from the Judgment of the Ciyil Court on the Libel case. . The’ 
J uudgment of the Lower Court was confirmed by the Appellate Court.

15. A further letter* has been reccived, forwarding with the Chief Commissioner's 
observations, the deposition of a Mr. FitzGerald regard- 
: ing certain acts of oppression which in a letter to the 
“ Welhie Gazette” he declared that he had seen practised at Lucknow in connexion with * 
collection of the Trades Tax.

16, The Uovernor General having considered the whole of the papors before him, 
tH general contents of which have been briefly sketghed, proceeds to record the follow- 
ing observations and orders. 


* 17. First in respect to the charge oftyrannous oppreasion andworruption brought 
against the Extra Assistant Ramdyal and the alleged instances upon whith that charge 
is founded. The Governor General hus no hesitation in asserting his deliberate corivie~ 
fign that no acts of oppression are-shewn to have been committed by Bamdyal nor by 
"Ramdyal’s orders ; and that, asthe fullest opportunity was given to his accusers and 
the utmost, eudeavors made by them to establish their case, and as tho whole of the

jggparsonally entitled not only to a full gnd honorable acquittal but to adiat 
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sion of the opinign of Government that’ this acquittal jis in entire accordance with the 
evidence. ‘This will ‘accordingly be communivated to hiur through the Chief Com- 
thissioner. 


‘The trial of the original action for libel was patiently and impartially conducted 
by the Judge Mr. Fraser ; every facility was affurded to the defendants for the conduct 
of their case ; and the judginent of the Court, as well as that of the Officiating Judicial 
Vonynissioner, Mr. Bayley, who heard the case in appeal, shews conclusively that th 

* publishers ef the “Oudh Gazette” were unable to substantiate the charges which they” 
braught against Ramdyal, and that so far as those charges against Ramdyal aro cor 
cerned tho reflections whieh have been publicly made upon the Officers of the Oudh 
Commission in respect to their procecdings in the assessment and collection of the 
Trades Tax are destitute of proof. 


Whatever was faulty in Ramdyal’s proceedings is shewn to have been done in 
accordance with authority permitted to him by lis superiors; and his loss of temper: 
on two occasions was insignificant in degree and venial. 


18. Ifany thing were wanting to shew the worthlessness of that which appeared 
at first to be the strongest portion of the evidence by which it was attempted to support 
the charges of oppression and corruption brought against Ramdyal, it is to be found in 
the record of the trial of the three witnesses for perjury, held first before the Special 
Judge Mr. Pearson, who was sclected from the Judges of another Province for the pur- 
pose, and afterwards in appeal before the Judicial Commissioner Mr Campbell who 
hud just returned from England. The Governor General has carefully read the judg- 
ments of both Courts in these cases and the evidence on which they are founded, and 
His Encellency is satisfied that the prisoners, after having had cvery facility afforded 
to them for defence, were clearly proved to be guilty of the crimes with which they: 
stood chargcd, and that they were rightly convicted and sentenced to legal punishment. 


The case of these convicted prisoners will be more particularly noticed presently: 
In this place the Governor General adverts to the result of the trials for perjury only 
as .t bears upon the charges originally brought hy the publishers of the “ Qudh Gazette” 
ayunst Ramdyal and establishes the conclusion that those charges were false, 


19. But though the Governor General acquits Ramdyal of blame and considers 
his conduct generally deserving of approbation and though His Excellency gladly ad- 
units that the Tax was assessed and collected in the province of Oudh with extraordinary 
freedom frum objection or complaints on the onc side, and from coercion on the other, 
and that even in Lucknow the complaints preferred were few in comparison with the 
number of ‘lax payers, he regrets to observe that in the City there was an absenco 
of due precaution against abuse of authority by the subordinate Agents employed to

‘This act hay already been reproved and eorreeted by the Chief Comnytioner., 
But Mr. Camegy is also to blame for otnitting to notice as it d-servedl ov to report, 
he conduet of his suberdinate, Mr. Berkeley, in illegally chastismg, one of a erowd of 
illagers who came to the offices, porhups in a disorderly manner, to complain against 
the Tax, The Governor General knows that both Licut-nit Colonel \bbott, tlie 
Vommissioner, and Mr Carnegy, the Deputy Commis r, are Offic rs of approved 
‘igh character and experince, and hi» accepts the Chief Cominissioner’s t-stimony that 
there was no supinencss in the dischwe: of their duties ; but it is evident to the Gover- 
nor General the kind of activ 
‘Tho Governor General is satistisd that thore is no more efficacious mode of réconciling 
a large Native community to a now and impdatsble measure of Goverament than the 
free intercourse of mtellizent Enzlish officers with all classes, and their frequent pre- 
ience amongst the people, for the purpose of explaining and smoothing difficulties and 
of convincing all that no oppression or abuse of authority will he permitted — The sus- 
picious and excitable population of a grevt eity should be mt tore than half way on 
such oceasions. But this was not the course followed. ‘The Deputy Commissioner 
rememed for the most part in his Offiv, and tho active enforcement of the Tax, to- 
rether with the delicute tisk of urukins it as tolerable and as little obnoxions to'the 
Pehle as possible, wrs loft to thy subod nut Offer Rumyal. Such potitions to9 as 
were recsived were in tor many eases referred to lower authority. It thersby was 
made less manifest than it should have been that power would uot be misused, and scope 

was given to grave imisrepresontation on this point.

21. On the whole the Governor General is compslled wo say that he fails to find 
in these papors the evidences he had hoped to soe ol’ active and sedulous ewtion and 
exertion on the part of the Europ san Officers of the Comunission at Lucknow in an- 
ticipating or removing all cause of complaint upon the oecasiun of introducing for the 
first time a very obnoxious Thx into a large city. 


29, Furthermore the Goveraor General romarks with disapproval the tene of 
devity and disrezard of the fe‘lings of thy people, which appears in Mr. Elliott's 
report of his investigation of the charges first made against Haindyal ; and the omis- 
sion on the part of the Couunissioncr and the Officiating Comuissionor to notice this, 











¥- 93. The Governor General now tins to the conduct of the Police in Lucknow, 
Their proceeaings in every grade have been utterly indefensible. Captain Chamber- 
iia is charged with having eucourayed and invited complaints of oppression ; with 
‘thving been active in furnishing the defendants in the Libel Case with ewidenco against 
Ramdyel ; with having instituted unauthorized enquiries ; and with having conesaled 
these enquiries from the knowledge of those under whos: authority he was placed. 
Captain hamberlain has had one opportunity of explaining his condhet, but hig ox- 
‘planation is imperfect, and totally unsatistactory In his letter ofthe 14th July in’

Tt affords ample proof that he cannot pro- 
perly \e employed any Inger i in the office he holds, and thcrefore the Governor Gen 
on ‘Lis constrained to remove hit, although the name he bears, and his previous good 
\ervj make the measure a very painful one. But that Captain Chamberlain may 


have''t he means of vindicating his character from imputations which in this correspon- - 


denea ie ‘cast upon it, and which he may desive further to notice, a copy of all auch 
parts of it ns concern him in any way will be furnished to him by the Chief Com- 
missioner, and he will have free access to all sources of official information at Lucknow. 
On receiving from him through the Chief Commissioner such a vindication as he may 
think propor to make, the Governor General will pass any further orders which may 
he_ necessary. 


94. Aftor reading the evidence given by Lieutenant Scott on the trial of the 
T.ibel Case the Governor General cannot treat that Officer more indulgently than his 


superior, in whose insubordination he was an active and willing participator. Lieuten- * 


ant Scott might properly feel mdignation at the storics he had heard, if he believed 
them, aud he may have been justitied in believing them ; but when he was called upon 
to test the truth of these stories, the perfunctory manner in which he performed the 
duty is inexcusable. That the truth in such a case was more likely to be ascertained 
by his employing a native officer, however high in rank and trust, for that purpose-than 
hy active personal enquiry is wholly beyond belief; and the excuse which Lieutenant 
Scott gives for putting Budden Singh under arrest and keeping him in confinement 
for 8 days because he neglected to report that Raindyal had collected the tax in No- 
huugabad and had used violence towards the inhabitants, and for omitting to put ex 
record the reasons of the arrest and confinement, cannot be admitted. Lieitenant 
Scott is removed from is appointment. 


25 Licutenant Clifford has already been removed from the Police for misconduct 
in another case, wholly unconncetcd with the one under consideration. 


26. The conduct of the Native Officers of the Police noxt requires notice. Ae 
tuated, apparently, by a desire to support a cause which they believed to be: favorably 
looked upun hy their superiors they deceived these with stories of oppression which 
thoy knew to bo untrue ; they induced others to do the same; and, finally they per- 
jured thems:lves before a Court of Justice, ‘Thoso native Offivers aro Unjore Tewarree, 
Jugganaih Singh and Mow]a Buksh. They are now suffering the imprisonment which 
the Law has dcerecd at the punishment of their offence. 


+ Unjore Tawarree, a Subadar bearing the title of Sirdar Bahadoor, and a membor 
of the first Class of the Ordcr of British India, ostablinhed in 1857 and 1658 memg- 
rable cfaims upon the consideration of the Government and upon the gratitade of all 
Englishinen, and he waa liberally rewarded. And now, although the Governor @ 
cannot allow any services, however eminent, to shield a man from all the cont 
of willful arid deliberate perjury and subornation of perjury, yet in remembrance of ‘thie 
devotion shown ard the courageous assistance given by Unjore Tewarree to hia Officata 
and ta others in a time of utmost danger, the Governor General “remits to trim the ny

27, With regard to the changes brought againstethe Offzers of dho Comm\gicn 
by Mr. Norris in his letter of the 2uth October the Governor General obseeves that 
they are fully answered in the Chiof Commissioner's report of the 24th Movumber? 
To tho most part, the charg -s are cither groundless or frivolous, and in every case they 
fail to establish an intention or desire on the part of the Offisors In question to dofoat 
the ends of justice or to prejudice th cruse of Unjore Towarrve, Mr. Norris's client. 
Equally doos Mr Norris fail to ahow that in consequence of the acts of the O.ficera of 
the Commission, or from any other c1usy, any one was deterred from giving evidence 
against Ramdyal or in favor of Unjore Tewarree. 


28. But there are two other points in Mr. Norris's lett-r which it is ngcossary to 
notice. Firstly, the conduct of Mr. Berkeley, the Extra Assistant, in administering 
illegal chastisement to on of a party of ryvts bolonginz tu a village in the Lucknow 
district: who came to the Lucknow Cutcherry and remonstrated in a disorderly manner 
against.the Tax ; and secondly, the private letter written by Lieutenant Colonel Barrow 
to Lieutenant Colonel Abbott. Mr. Beikeley's conduct on the occasion referred to 
deserves sharp censure. A more reprimand isnot adequate tu mirk the s -nso entertain- 
ed by the Governor Gonoral of his miseonluct, ani accordingly he will be removed 
from the Lucknow district and reduced to a lower grade. 


As rogards Lieutenant Colonel Barrow the Governor Gencral must regret that 
the privat. Ictter written by him to Lieutonant Colonel Abbott on the 12th July, 
dealing as it did with the subject of frec complaints of the ‘Tax, should have been so 
“unguardedly worded, and that it should have contained expressions so likely to be gener- 
ally misunderstood. But the explanation given by Licutenant Colonel Barrow and 
Lieutenant Colonel Abbott shews that the letter was written with reference to one par 
ticular occurrence which had then just happened, namely, a public declamation in the 
Streets of Lucknow against the ‘l'ax by a person who declared it to be illegal and ex- 
horted the poople to resistance ; that it was written with the sole intention, a thorou, gh- 
ly right and judicious one, of preventing the repetition of such occurrences ; and fur- 
ther, that it could not possibly havo had the effect of detering any one from complain- 
ing against injustice or oppression in assessing or levying the Tax, or from giving 
evidence on any of the trials. 


29. It remains to notice the letter writlen by Mr FitzGerald to the “Delhie Ga- 
agike” on the 21st November, in which it was stated that he saw two men taken by a

80 The Governor General “cannot conclude these remarks withont adverting again, 
to the genéral tone of the Reports of the Government of Oudh. Tn these Reports there 
appears to be a very’ imperfect appreciation of the fact that in this nlatter the conduct 
of affairs in the City of Lucknow has given room for scandal, and that discredit bas been 
thereby thrown upon the measures of the Supreme Government for the genciral imposi- 
tion and cullection of a direct ‘Tax throughout India, It is true that the scandal bas 
Iuen grossly exaggerated, and that the disercdit is undescrved ; but it is also true that 
in the prove dings which really did take pliee there is searesly a single Gor of com. 
lnission or of otnission which might not have been prevented by tiuncly precaution — If 
Ramdyal had been properly direct: d, and if complaints against his alleged wets had been 
qaure geuerally taken up and promptly enquired mtu by English Officers, there would 
have been litth temptation or facility for attaching him in a Libel If, when the 
libel was published, prompt reference had been made to ascertain its auhority, and uf 
the facts alleged had been thoroughly enquired into, ther 
for Ramdyal to bring an action. If the Police had been propetly in hand, and af Cap- 
tain Chatoberlain had been k: pt to his proper duty, the manifest antagonism exhibited

His ‘Excellency a 
appreciates the fact that there ha8 been an absence of all complaint against the tax,yor 
the mode of levying it except in the City of Lucknow. Even there the potitioks, 
against the tax wore, as has beon already stated, fow .But the general success v the 
measure, and the prudence and moderation which have, in almost ‘vey instahice, 
characterised the proceedings of the Officers entrusted with its oxecution afford no 
Teason for passing over defects or for excusing faults which are ically without excuse. 
Nothing is to bo gained by doing so On the contrary the Governor Gcnvval holds 
it to be truer justice to the Members of the Oudh Commission to declare that 
such defects and faults have in these very few instances occurred, and at the.same time 
to eatablish that they are no necessary accompaniment of the measure of taxation as 
devised by the Chief Commissioner, and as carried out by the great body of hia 
Officers.
